tud@, totally deftrudclive of every moral and focial 
virtue. | 

As foon as fhe was of an age to appear at her | 
father’s table, and be indrodeced by fome of his , 
acqu,intance to pablic places, her whole mornings | 
were {pent in trying oa various caps, and other 
drefles; confalting her glafs, and aflorting her 
ribbands and feathers to her complexion, and the 
color of her hair. Her perion was neither hand- 
fome or otherwife ; her fkin was fair, but her fea- 
tures were irregular and wanted animation; and 
fhe had acquired an air of hauteur, which, being 
unaccompanied by grace, bordered upon ill-hu- 
mor.
